They took the two rigs and hid them near the T. & O. C. depot, which is out 
side the town to the west. They then visited Bart's blacksmith shop and 
secured tools with which they gained access to the Toledo and Ohio Cen- 
tral depot. This safe was the first to be opened by the men, but hero 
the robbers were disappointed, as the agent had made his report and there 
was little of value in the "safe. The men next went to the Cleveland, Ak- 
ron and Columbus passenger station, east of the T. & O. C. depot and in a 
like manner broke into the building. 


They were rewarded by getting only about $3 in cash here. Not dis- 


mayed by two failures, the quintet made a third trial and a more successful 


one. 
They went to the village postoffice in the Bishop block, and after pry- 


ing an entrance through the front door, put four successive charges of dyn- 
amite in the safe of Postmaster B. M. Bishop and got away with about $200 
in money and $600 worth of postage stamps. 


The first explosions at the postoffice in the center of the town brought 


out many citizens^ but as three of the five robbers remained outside of the 
building while the other two operated on the safe, the people seemed to be 
awed and no exchange of shots took place. The _explosions blew the post- 
office safe to pieces and wrecked the front of the postoffice brick building. 


After the men had rifled the safe and secured all that was worth carry- 


ing off, they backed away and hurried to the place where they had hidden 
the rigs and with them they drove rapidly away towards Delawat-3 county. 


A dispatch trom Delaware says that bfficers have surrounded the men 


at a point about three miles north of Delaware, Ohio.

The robbers up to one o'clock this afternoon have 
not "been captured, 


but a message received by wire from Delaware at noon said that the men 
now believed to number eleven in all, though not that 
many were 


are now surrounded in the woods near Eden, Delaware county. 


Sheriff Lynde, who arrived from Mt. Vernon is with the officers, who 


are hunting the men. The message received at noon says it is thought they 
will be caught. 


It develops that the two railroad sates were not dynamited but were 


picked by the robbers, but the postoflice sate was wrecked beyond recog- 
nition. The force of the explosion blew out the front of the building and 
shattered all the glass in the structure. 
Nobody was1 injured, however. Tho 


postoffice is doing busines today, but under some disadvantages.

MUNICIPAL REFORM.

country. That is a mere subterfuge 
unworthy of a Senator of the United 
States.

public utterance, speaking of the Phil- 
ippine question in the spirit of old- 
time Republicanism, rebuked the spirit 
of soulless commercialism which con- 
trols the party today in these words:

To.my 
personal knowledge, there is not a 
country on the face of the globe big 
enough to be represented on an ordin- 
ary map, to which the manufactures 
ot my city did .not go before the war 
with Spain, as well as now, and my 
own company shipped goods -by the car 
load to the Philippines twenty years 
ago. 


_Nq, fellow^citizenSj it, is^not to out- 


Victory over Spain, nor to the posses- 
sion of colonies, nor is it to the Repub- 
lican tariff that we owe our increasing 
foreign, trade. The Dlngley tariff has. 
to the personal knowledge of many 
Ohio manufacturers, restricted 
our 


trade with Brazil, Argentine, Russia 
and other countries, whose tariffs have 
been so raised in retaliation on arti- 
cles manufactured in this State as to 
lessen an export trade long establish- 
ed, and to keep from the pockets of 
Ohio mechanics many a dollar they 
would otherwise have had. No, what 
has made our foreign trade grow, and 
what will make it continue to grow, is 
not colonies nor the tariff, but partly 
the courage and enterprise of Ameri- 
can manufacturers, and mainly the 
superior skill, intelligence and charac- 
ter of American workingmen. 


Nor will the acquisition of the-Phil- 


ippines add to our military strength: 
on the contrary it will greatly detract 
from it. Suppose we subdue the Fil- 
ipinos, crush out all apparent resist- 
ance. All history shows that people 
under' such circumstances will seize 
the -"first opportunity to revolt. Sup- 
pose now, that later, we should be- 
come involved in war with some Eur- 
opean -power (no inconceivable thing 
with Imperialism at the helm) how 
easy it would be for our enemies to 
send arms and ammunition to the 
islands, with their thousands of miles 
of unprotected sea-coast; and how dif- 
ficult, do you think, it would be for 
them to fan into life again the embers 
of war requiring tbe presence in the 
Philippines of an army which could 
otherwise be used against them, or 
which,-but for imperialism, would be 
at work in our fields and workshops. 


If we had taken what the Filipinos 


would gladly have given us—a harbor 
for our ships, ground for a coaling sta- 
tion and for a ship-yard, and territory 
to support the workingmen to care for 
them—and had the Filipinos for our 
friends, we should have been stronger 
and richer, and 
the American con- 


science would have been clearer than 
it is today. If we had never attempt- 
ed to subdue them, if we had said to 
them as we said to Cuba, "We have 
released you 
from 
the bondage of 


Spain and will protect you while you 
establish your own government"—we 
should have profited fh every way. 


Then, as Senator 
Hoar has said, 


"There would have been a noble Re- 
public in the East, sitting docile at 
our feet, receiving from us civilization, 
laws, manners. andxgiving in turn ev-

Oh, my 
fellow ctizens, the 
descendants of 


those who thought no sacrifice too 
great in the cause of Liberty, and who 
desired it not for themselves alone, 
but for the oppressed of every land, 
and who made our flag the emblem of 
freedom. 
Oh, comrades of the civil 


war, who in freedom's cause, follow- 
ed that flag on many a weary march, 
stood by it under fire of shot and 
shell and helped to carry it to vctoiy; 
let us keep it so pure, its stars and 
stripes so unstained by wars of con- 
quest or oppression, that everyone 
who carries it will proudly die for it, 
and God Almighty bless the cause for 
which it stands.

The" paternalism 
and subserviency 


to capitalism which marks the policy 
of the Republican party today, have 
debauched the virtue otVthat once

In the neighboring state of 
Pennsylvania the same condition ex- 
ists, in the cities and in the state at 
large. If we turn to the great Empire 
state—the state of New York—what 
do we see? The Republican voters 
helpless in the grasp of one man; no 
legislation can be carried without his 
consent, nothing can be done until he 
has been ''seen." II we do not'know 
the names of similar bosses in other 
Republican states, we may be sure 
that they exist, for like causes pro-

London, Oct. 23. — In consequence 


of the speech General Sir Redvers 
Buller made Oct 10, after the lunch- 
eon given in his honor by the King's 
Royaf rifles, the war office has reliev- 
ed him of the command of the First 
army corps. He has been placed on 
half pay, and General French has 
been appointed to succeed him. In his 
speech Buller admitted having sent 
General White a dftpatch advising the 
surrender of the garrison at Lady- 
smith. In the official announcement 
the war office says the commander-in- 
chief, "after full consideration of all 
the circumstances and the explana- 
tions offered," recommended that Gen- 
eral Buller be relieved, which has been 
done. 
The appointment of General 


French is to take effect "when his 
services are no longer required in 
South 
Africa." 
Pending 
General 


French's return General Hildyard will 
command at Aldershot. 


General Buller's suspension- was IK I 


unexpected, but the manner of jt has 
caused a sensation. It is under.'too*' 
that the government endeavored to 
break the fall by giving him the op- 
tion of resigning, but that Buller de- 
clined to give way. The papers all ex- 
press sympathy for the unfortunate 
ending of a brilliant career, but they 
are unanimous that no other course 
was open after his indiscreet speech, 
and they express the greatest ap- 
proval of the selection of General 
French to succeed him. The Daily 
Chronicle and The Daily News attack 
the government for weakness and 
lack of courag'e in ever appointing 
General, Buller to the command of an 
army corps. The Times, confirming 
the report that General Buller prefer- 
red dismissal to resignation, expresses 
astonishment at his "amazing defects 
of Judgment and sense of military dis- 
cipline," and says it is the beginning 
of an era of real army reform. 


Filipino Activity. 


Manilla, Oct. 23.—General 
Chaffee 


does not expect to hear of any exten- 
sive engagement in the island of Sa- 
mar. He believes the operations there 
will not result in an open fight. It is 
hard to find armed Filipinos, but every 
man without occupation will be com- 
pelled to go into a town. It is report- 
ed that all the rifles captured by the 
Filipinos at Balangiga are now in the 
island of Leyte, where many bolomen 
"are known to have gone from the isl- 
and of Samar. In fact, Leyte is as 
disturbed as Samar.1 The object of 
the reinforcement of American troops 
now being pushed forward is to in- 
crease all the garrisons to 38 men. 
Some of them ha\e until recently 
numbered only eight men. The rein- 
forcements will also allow the detail- 
ing of a working force to operate in 
the field, hunting for insurgents. Gen- 
eral Wheaton reports that a band of 
bolomen has entered Tarlac province, 
island of Luzon.

Novel Plan of Strikers. 


Chicago, Oct. 23.—A novel plan to 


escape conflict with a court order has 
been hit upon by union labor men and 
will be put into execution here. Fear- 
ing that any attempt by them to talk 
with the nonunion machinists at the 
Alis-Chalmers company shops might 
be construed as a violation of the in- 
junction 
recently issued by Judge 


Kohlsaat, in the federal court, against 
picketing, the striking machinists will 
communicate with the men inside the 
works by means of printed cards. It 
is the first time that a printed card 
has playsd so important a part in a 
big strike. It is believed by the union- 
ists that this mute appeal to the men 
who have taken the places of the 
strikers will prove efficacious, and at 
the same time be within the limits of 
the law.

Roosevelt's Action Indorsed. 


Chicago, Oct. 23.—President Roose-

Doctor's Discovery. 


Chicago, Oct. 23.—Dr. Jacques Loeb 


of the University of Chicago read a 
paper before the university medical 
society stating that he had discovered 
an antitoxin for the poisonous effects 
of the common salt solutions in ani- 
mals. He made the discovery in study- 
Ing the segmentation, that is, the sep- 
aration of the impregnated part of the 
embryo in a cell and the beginning of 
its individual life. The salt solution, 
on account of the poison, killed the 
incipient animals. But when a calcium 
preparation'was added to the salt so- 
lution, 80 per cent of the segmentated 
embryos lived. Dr. Loeb concluded, 
therefore, that calcium is an antitoxin 
for sodium chloride, or common salt. 


Alleges Default. 


Birmingham, Ala., Oct. 23. — Paul 


Romare of Atlanta, as trustee for the 
bondholders, has filed a bill of com- 
plaint to foreclose a deed of trust 
given him as trustee by the Broken 
Arrow Coal and Mining company of 
St. Clair county, Ala,, on the machin- 
ery and 3,156 acres of coal lands, to 
secure bonds and coupons amounting 
to $107,750. The bill alleges that the 
defendant has defaulted in the pay- 
ment of interest and is insolvent, and 
has leased the mines,, to the.Coa* City 
Coal and Coke company, impairing the 
security of the bondholders.

Graham, an Associated Press corre- 
spondent, who was with Commodore 
Schley during the Santiago campaign, 
was a witness before the court of in- 
quiry. Mr. Graham testified to hear- 
ing a conversation between Commo- 
dore Schley and Captain Sigsbee when 
the latter came aboard the flagship 
Brooklyn off Santiago May 2(5. 
He 


said he had distinctly heard Captain 
Sigsbee tell the commodore that the 
Spanish fleet was not inside the har- 
bor at Santiago. Mr. Graham also 
stated that Admiral Schley had told 
him that the object of the bombard- 
ment of May 31 was to develop the 
Spanish land batteries, and he said 
that the range was fixed at 7,000 or 
7,400 yards in order to draw their fire. 
He further said with reference to the 
events of this engagement that he had 
heard no conversation in which Com- 
modore Schley had said that the offi- 
cers in their white uniforms were con- 
spicuous objects. 


Mr. Graham detailed a conversation 


between Commodore Schley and Cap- 
tain Roblej D. Evans, which took 
place after the Santiago campaign. 
Said the witness :"Captaiu Evans came 
into the cabin. I sat at a round table 
in the center.

got up and shook hands with Captain

did you see Philip turn around and 
out of the fight?' The commodore re- 
plied 'No, neither did you. He did 
not run out of the fight.'

The commodore said 'It was not the 
Texas at all. The Texas was in the 
fight all the time. The ship you saw 
turn around was the Brooklyn.' "

Cleaning Wall Paper. 


A correspondent of Good Housekeep- 


ing tells of an experiment she made in 
cleaning her wall paper. She says: "I 
used pulverized pumice stone and flour, 
four ounces of the pumice powder to 
one quart of flour, making a thick paste 
or dougb. Roll out as wide as the wall 
paper in length and two inches thick, 
then inclose the dough in a piece of 
muslin and sew it on and boil for 
about three-quarters of an hour, when 
the lolls will be bard and firm, ready 
for use. You will have to use the wash 
boiler, as nothing else in tbe kettle line 
will be lar^e enough to accommodate 
the broken lengths of the strips. These 
rolls arc tben used for rubbing over 
tbe soiled portions of the paper. Not 
only will they take out ordinary dirt 
spots, but grease as well. After the rub- 
bing the paper should be dusted off 
carefully with a clean cloth, and if any 
dirt remains RO over the surface again. 
This removes tbe dirt much better than 
the bread process, which I have tried 
also. It cleans like a charm."
